Practical Advice. 


A good sized audience listened to the 


address of licv. W. S. Urmy, pastor of 
Ilio First Methodist Church, at the 
Young Moil's Christian 
Association 


Hall. His subject was: "Tho Failures 
of Young Men, and Why." 


"The reasons may all," said lie, "be 


gathered into three groups; self-indul- 
gence, false business methods, and de- 
fects of character. 


Under tho first group may be named 


indolence, drunkenness, love of pleas- 
ure, lust, .gambling and card-playing. 
Tho young man who suffers himself to 
indulge in these vices will almost sure- 
ly bar the way to success in life. 
If he 


succeeds at all tlie chances of bin suc- 
cess will be much less than if he had 
kept himself clear from their indul- 
gence. 


"Under the second group may be 


mentioned dishonesty, running into 
debt, becoming security, gullibility or 
too great readiness to believe wlmt 
others may tell us, selection of bad' 
partners, penuriousness, inattention to 
business and oppression of the poor. 
All those are false methods of business 
and are potent causes in inducing fail- 
ure. 
Tlio man who would succeed 


must be scrupulously honest, inusl 
keep out of debt, must lint contract 
the habit of going bail, must depend 
largely upon his own judgment and 
not" upon the advice of others, must 
avoid all immoral partners, be geue- 
rotis in giving out of his savings Id 
"•odd causes, anil must be attentive In 
business and kind to the poor. 


"Lastly, there are some defects ol

Ame-tig these may be mentioned, lack 
of tact, shiftlessrtess or lack of energy, 
aiinlessness, tardiness, impatience, un 
willingness to take advice, carelessnes> 
in speech, abslrusivi-ness, pride and til 
iinamiable disposition. No matter how 
correct the habits of life and methods 
of business may be, failure will be tin: 
result if the defects of character named 
are possessed in any marked degree. 
To good habits and methods must be 
added tact, aim, purpose ami amiabil- 
ity.

HELD FOB MURDER. 


Verdict of the Jury at the Inquest 


on William Gross. 


Coroner Perl got back last night from 


Blue Mound, where he held an inquest 
on the body of William Gross, whose 
death was caused by a stab in the brenst 
inflicted by W. E. Westbrook, who has 
been a prisoner in the Decatur jail since 
last Saturday, the day of the assault. 
The verdict was that "William Gross 
came to his death by a stab from a knife 
in the hand of W. E. Westbrook, and 
recommend that he be held to answer to 
the next grand jury for murder, without 
bail." 


The jurymen were W. S. McConnell, 


foreman; John W. K. McOlure, A. M. 
Green, D. A. McClusky, N. Maohiels and 
J. M. Scott. 


Dr. J. G. Harvey testified: Was called 


to see William Gross last Saturday; found 
him suffering from a wound in left breast 
one or two inches long, below the left 
nipple and four and a half or five inches 
to the left of the median line. 
On ex- 


amination with my finger found a wound 
about three inches deep cutting through 
the cartilage of the 6tb or 7th rib and 
completely severing the rib and penetrat- 
ing the lung; he was bleeding profusely 
and breathing with difficulty. 
Grose 


said he had been stabbed by Westbrook, 
bnt for what cause he did not know. As- 
sisted at the post mortem examination 
this morning, and am satisfied that death 
was caused by the shock, loss of blood 
and inflammation caused by the wound. 


Al. Clements testified that he had seen 


Gross and Westbrook fighting, and that 
both fell together, when Gross got up 
and went to Schwab's place, where he 
showed a wound in his breast. Henry 
Schwab saw the two men scuffling und 
afterwards met Gross, who said he had 
been stabbed. The wound was bleeding 
freely. Westbrook was found lying on 
his back with the knife stuck in the 
ground at his side. The handle was 
bloody and there was blood on West- 
brook's right hand. Pearl Sunday und 
I. Ferguson saw Gross and Westbrook 
ghting. Dr. A. C. Foster and Dr. J. L. 
ratt testified to assisting at the post 
lortem examination. 
The funeral of Mr. Gross will take 
lace on Saturday forenoon.

The Adams broth- 
ers, who will direct the boring, are men 
of experience and say that with ordinary 
good luck they will reach a depth of 
1500 feet within 30 days, and will not fail 
to find either natural gas or oil at a depth 
of 2500 feet, possibly long before that 
depth is reached. 
The boring proper 


will begin this afternoon. It is an im- 
portant undertaking, an enterprise in 
which the Stare brothers take all the 
financial responsibility. 
They are not 


rich men, neither are they in poor cir- 
cumstances, but if they strike gas they 
will not only enrich themselves but give 
Decatur a regular Findlay boom. 


ABOUT CHEAPER FUEL. 


The Chicago Journal says: 
The report of the coal production of 


the United States for 1886 which has 
been recently issued, shows a total out- 
put of 112,743,403 short tons, valued at 
8154,600,176. The value of the anthra- 
cite coal mined was 876,110,120 and of 
the bituminous $78,481,056. The anthra- 
cite mines of Pennsylvania turned out 
700,000 tons more than during the previ- 
ous year, but its value was $550,000 less. 
Of all kinds of coal there were 1,785,881 
tons more mined in 1886 than iu 1885, but 
it was worth $4,419,420 less than tb.j 
smaller product of the previous year. 


There are reasons why the price of coal 


should decline instead of increase. Every 
year it is being found in sections of the 
country where it was not known to exist 
before. This cheaper coal in the local 
market takes the place of the dearer 
article which before had to be transport- 
ed from a distance. Natural gas is also 
coming into considerable competition 
with coal, and is destined to do still more 
in the future. The use of petroleum for 
steam purposes is likely to constitute an- 
other, though perhaps more limited, form 
of opposition. It hus been used success- 
fully for running locomotives on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, but that company 
alone would, it is suid, require over one- 
third of the entire petroleum product of 
the country for propelling its engines. 


The decline in the value of coal is 


likely to continue and should result in 
diminished expense for factory and house- 
hold uae.
